| SORRENDER OF PORT. ARTHUR, 


After a siege which will long remain in |. 


the memory, on account alike ‘of the 
defenders’ heriosm, in face of overwhelming 
odds, and the energy with which the inyest- 
ing army conducted operations, ‘the gréat 
fortress of Port Arthur, once considered as 
impregnable as Gibraltar, has fallen into 
the hands of the Japanese. ‘Few, except it 
be those blinded by partizanship, could hope 
that the defence of the stronghold would 
last much longer. Assailed by a succession 


of impetuous attacks, the strength and the. 


patience of the gallant body of defenders, 
led by a veritable hero in General Stoessel, 
failed. when the last of the heights was 
stormed and: taken by the Japanese ; and 
the Russians on New Year's Day decided to 
sue for terms of surrendet. Less than a 
month ago, the Press and leaders of opinion 
in England and, indeed, in Europe generally, 
acclaimed General Stovssel a martyr to 
duty, lamenting the spirit, great though it 
was acknowledged to be, which preferred 
death to surrender, Fortunately, wiser coun- 
sels have prevailed, ‘and the shocking’ 
holocaust which must have occurred had 


the Japanese proceeded till they entered the: 


city and fortress of Port Arthur, has been 
prevented by the action of the commanding 
officer. But while the Russians have been 
defeated they leave the fortress without dis- 
honour, as the Emperor of Japan has 
publicly ‘admitted. ‘The Russians had, a 
great foe pitted against them, one of 
untiring zeal and unflagging spirit, and 
they are at least entitled to whatever 
honours of war they ‘,may accord 
them, That the Japanese wilt, display 
no niggardliness in this respect may be 
assumed from the tone of the Emperor's 
message to Marshal Yamagata, for the best 
evidence of the prowess of Japanese arms, 
is found in the magnificent defence, in spite 
of its hopelessness, maintained by the 
Russians tothe bitter end. From the first 
we have heard how the Mikado’s Army was 
capturing fort after fort, ahd it was only a 
question of time when the end would come. 
On Saturday last, Shuishushan was taken 
by assault and the position of the defenders 
remained no longer tenable. Shunshushan 
overlooked the. town and fortress of Port 
Arthur, and commanded the harbour 
and batteries with the result that 
the Russians could no longer offer any effec- 
tive defence, On the same day another 
portion of the investing troops reduced Pan- 
lungshan, so that the entire range of forts 
on the landward side of Port Arthur was in 
the hands of the Japanese. It was useless 
for General Stoessel to .awajt the arrival of 
the dilatory Baltic Fleet; before that time 
arrived Port Arthur would have been a heap 
of ruins. He, therefore, seems to have oc- 
cupied the last few hours at his command, 
in demolishing the few remaining forts in 
Russian occupation, blowing up the disabled 
warships in the harbour, and putting things 
in order for the final surrender. The offer 
to surrender had been received and the 
Japanese suspended their operations pend- 
ing the result of the negotiations with Tokio, 
It isa great feat which the Japanese have 
accomplished, to capture amid privation, 
danger and difficulty, the’ fortress of Port 
Arthur which Luropean military experts had 
agreed was as néarly impregnable as human 
ingenuity could make it, But hammering 
“away at it wilh Titanic blows, the Japanese 
sticceeded i in driving any possible succour 
away ftom the Peninsula and s0 eflectually 
isolating the beleagured. city that all hope, 
of,assistance and, eventually, of effective re- 
sistance was rendered impossible. ‘The 
Japanese now occupy Port Arthur and the 
Liaotung Peninsula for the second - time 
in ten years. ‘During the China-Japanese 
war, our allies of the Rising Sun succeeded 
in capturing Port Arthur after a vigorous if 
somewhat scattered fight, but ‘European 
‘| diplomacy stepped:in- and forebade the con- 
tinued occupation of the fortress. by.- the 
Japanese. » What will now happen as the
